because when the ankle is bent beyond

which stop a man's breathing and 
which may break a limb.

A Young Man's Day 

It is generally conceded that the present is a young man's age. 
*.ic past five years have demonstrated, as nothing elsc'would have 
{done, what a nation's young manhood means to it in time of 
•national stress. The youth of the world have convincingly shown 
of what they arc capable when united for the accomplishment of a 
common, lofty purpose- With the dawn of the new age — one of 
peace and re-construction— greater and nobler vistas of service arc 
open to youth. The great need of the present is for vigorous ser- 
vice and able leadership and for this the world looks to its young 
manhood. There are problems— financial, sodial, economic, poli- 
' tical and religious— which are more difficult of solution and more 
vital 'than 'any with which society has heretofore been confronted. 
' For the solution of these, and for the effecting of thorough rccon- 

,'jrtruction, humanity looks to the youth of to-day. 

The war which has so recently terminated was the direct result 
of the violation of fundamental principles of equity and righteous- 
ness. In other words it was a war which had for its purpose the 
..vindication of right principles. As the direct outcome of this great 
"wârjiL struggle men arc. realizing to-day to a greater extent than 
èrer'fwiorc that, no matter what may be the. apparent prosperity 
"- of a nation or world, its state is exceedingly precarious unless it i^ 
/founded upon substantial underlying principles. It is this realiza- 
tion which is evidencing itself in the more insistent demand for 
rncn of principle to fill the public offices and guide the destinies 
_of the state. 

The great need therefore of the day is .admittedly not merely 
) that of young men in the full vigor of their youth but for. a young 
i. possessing ideals and permeated with just and righteous 
_ les. In order therefore to meet the pressing needs of an age 
rich is still in .its infancy it is essential that men be trained and 
equipped for the work 'ahead. The universities must play a 
part fh the training and mobilization of this force of young 
*4nanhood. Not only in the development of the intellect but in the 
- imparting of those principles which arc so essential, the educational 
.jnstitutions have a great duty to perform. Heretofore there has 
a tendency to regard education simply .as the acquisition of 
Academic learning. The education which the world most requires 
i that which is inseparably associated with everyday problems and 
vhich will fit practical men for the task of solving them. - 



The 



oines Conference 



Some mention has already been made in these columns of the 
Des Moines Conference which is to be held during the first few 
■days of the new year. It is doubtless pretty generally understood, 
jis a result of this' publicity, that the above mentioned gathering is 
to be of an international nature, and that it represents an attempt 
to effect a dissemination of those principles which arc so essential 
as à foundation upon which to build for the future. 

The Des Moines Conference is the eighth quadrennial confer- 
ence of the Student Volunteer Movement. Its purpose is to bring 
^representatives from all the universities of Canada 'and the United 
States together with a view broadening their outlook and in order 
that they may derive the benefit and inspiration which will result 
irom an interchange of ideas and a familiarity with gcnrcal condi- 
tions. The ultimate aim is of course the interesting and enthusing 
of such minority as may find it possible to attend- the conference 
in order that they may form a nucleus in each university, college 
or community which will exercise an uplifting influence upon the 
general life of the locality which they respectively represent. 

The other universities of Canada arc without exception, bring 
represented at this great student gathering, and their representa- 
tion is in proportion to their size, numerically speaking. Figuring 
:>n this basis. McGill- in order to be properly represented, must send 
twenty delegates. In spite of the financial difficulties which such 
an undertaking presents on its face, the McGill Y.M.C.A. has re- 

i-d to sec the University adequately represented, and has deter- 
mined that the number to go from here will be twenty which will 
represent as far as possible each of the various faculties including 
the Theological Colleges and the "Royal Victoria College. 

This is a project in which every McGill man should be inter- 
ested, h is absolutely undenominational in nature and involves 
the best interests of the University. We have elsewhere referred 
to the part which young manhood is called upon to play in this new 
"age of reconstruction and re-establishment. The influence of such 
a katliciiiiy as iht projected Dc» Moines Conference should be not

THE CASE OF THE RETURNED 
STUDENT. 

Of all men who suffered financially 
from the war, ttie returned student suf- 
fered tho moat, and nothlnç has been 
done to relieve .his distress. He lus 
been grossly neglected by legUteUon. 
If he wore a former, he could receive 
abundant aid. If he' were \ business 
man or a laborer, lie would have an op- 
portunity of getting a position — or at 
leant applying for it — at one of the 
numerous government employment 
bureaux. Had he bcon under 1 s at tlnio 
of enlistment, he would be granted one 
year's tutUon and expensH. But ho 
was of létal age when he enlisted, and 
he in merely a student, ttiat Is. ho Is 
only' a man who Is anxtous to improve 
himself, and by wo doing to Improve tho 
future of hie country. In all prob- 
ability, by tho time thia goes to press, 
tho Government will hava given the 
final "no" to hta requests. 

His demands have been just. Ho' 
asked to bo given récognition lu ire-es- 
tabllshmont, the recognition which has 
been accorded to soldter-atudemts by 
the Imperial Government. Hie, has bcon 
a double saorif Ice, Like nil otters w.>o 
are not casualties, ho sacrificed his 
time spent in the army and the ma- 
terial benefits he would 'have acquired 
if he hod not enlisted. Added to this, 
ho snsrificcd, unwMUngly !a a great 
nimil>er of oases,- his chances of over 
completing the years of study netw- 
*ory to qualify him for his chosen pro- 
fession. On hlo return ho finds that 
his slender finances, eked out by the 
money ho can earn ht vacation Mme, 
are not sufficient to cope w»th the 'in- 
crease in* prices, although they would 
have been sufficient if he had not en- 
listed. Furthermore, he finds that 
with .the years of his servioft «ubtraoteid 
from his Hfo, ho la too old to toko a 
year or two off to recuperate his slmt- 
tered finances. He asked by . awh 
grants or loans to bo partlaHy assisted 
In cmishlngr as-<rulckly as possible his 
interrupted coursa; 

This would turn the returned àtu- 
dont Into a national asset. Canadi 
needs many more farmers than oho has, 
•but she also needs professional men, 
teachers, physicians, sclontilsts. She 
needs solid,, hard-ihirfking citizens in 
'every walk' of life, and If any one can 
qualify for this, it Is the rotiimed soî- 
dler. Tho student asked iir a chance 
to qualify Jn tho line for which he Is 
most fitted, and It is in tho interest of 
the country to give him this chance. 

But the Powers that Be, have decided 
that his class should be left out of re- 
establlahment legislation. ' One argu- 
ment is that it would bo "class logisla- 
'tlon" to Include students among thosa 
Who are given aid. notwithstanding the 
fact that tho Imperlail Government has 
given students abundant asalstan?e. 
Another objection is that "the country 
cannot afford It," in spite of <tihe fact 
that the student.' If allowed fo quallf.-, 
would be an asset. to tho country, and 
that, at the time of writing, the gov- 
ernment is favorably considering the 
purchase of a railroad which may or 
■may not bo a good venture but which, 
ot least, Involves the country in a sea 
of extra debt. 

However, there is one consolation, 
arid that is that the aoldter-studcri'.'e 
«rmy life has not been altogether a 
waste for him. He has emerged with 
a heightened sense of responsibility. 
This has been demonstrated in a 
measure by the résulta of t he, examl na- 
tions. On the whole, he managed' lo 
compete fairly well with students who 
were not faced with the same difficul- 
ties of re-adaptation to civilian pur- 
suits. Ho has done some hard-thinking 
and has learned the value of service. 
He has discovered that sacrifice is rot 
•without its personal reward and that 
there is no greater pleasure than the 
satisfaction of duty well performed. 

Service, "Increased production." colt 
It what you may, ia •the foundaUin 
upon which rests tho hope of fntij.-j 
-Canada. The returned student has hud 
opportunity to recognize its value. If 
he reUlps this ideal, he cannot help 
but ipJay a great part in the shaping of 
post-war Canada. Then his revenge 
for this neglect will be complete, for in 
a country where sen-ice !s the criterion 
upon which swings ail evevss, .there Is 
no place for those who have other aims 
—there Is no room for Those wi-j 
Juggle with Words.

A trmeiy and well -conceived project 
la now. according to tho "Times" Bdu- 
eaUomtl Supplement^, in process of for-, 
maUoo. end will shortly b* a "fait ac- 
compli." namely a League of Univer- 
sities. Tho basic idea le that there 
shall be a general federation of Uia 
Inatltutea of Higher Leamjng through- 
out the -world, similar, nt least In 
principle, to the Versailles "Leaglc o.' 
Nations." The suggestion hnr been re- 
ceiver in Great Britain and elsewhere 
with almost unqualified approval. 

Such a movement would afford Ideal 
opportunities for a "rapprochement" 
on matters of général Interest to the 
scholastic world, which could not fait 
to be beneficial, and the movement, 
moreover, is a valuable one as showing 
a very saUsfoctory tendency through- 
out tho world towards a more cosmo- 
politan spirit of co-operation anil 
mutual improvement.: 

Tho movement, no doubt, awes a cer- 
tain amount of lt« impet"» to the 
presence in England- of such educa- 
tional bodies as the Canadian Khnkt 
College, the New Zealand. BducoUonal 
Mission and similar American organ- 
izaUonis. with the result that a spirit of 
camaraderie has grown lip, together 
with a realization of the community of 
scholastic Interests «U over two world. 
As the Cambridge <Magealno (which, 
incidentally, is suggested as the official 
organ of the proposed league) happily 
remark», "Who would contend that 
such questions as those of Compulsory 
Greek", Women's Degrees, Roscarch De . 
grcos and the ppenlng'of the older Uni- 
versities to the democracy can any 
longer be decided without reference to" 
the bravo young Colon tai graduates, 
who have fought aide "by side with the 
English undergraduate of to-day on so 
many historic fieldaî" 

One of the most Interesting features 
of the proposed league will bo tho In- 
terchange of students and tcaohera be. 
tweon members ot the league, an inter- 
change which haa alrcady been ait least 
partially inaugurated by the Rhodes 
Scholarships In fhe British Empire. As 
yet, no definite pians have been made 
for the Inclusion of women ~in the 
movement, but dt woufld bo. a, matter 
for sincere regret If it was ultimately 
decided to prevent women from par- 
tlclpation in the privileges of the 
league, particularly when it is remem- 
bered the all-Important part which 
they played m the recent struggle for 
civilization, the successful outcome .of 
whloh has made thj^'aad mW other 
seemingly Utopian schemes, possible.

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A Young Man's Day 

It is generally conceded that the present is a young man's age. 
jThc past five years have demonstrated, as nothuig else would have 
done, what a nation s young manhood means to it in time of 
national stress. The youth of the world have convincingly shown 
at they arc capable when united for the accomplishment of a 
common, lofty purpose- With the dawn of the new age — one of 
-peace and re-construction— greater and nobler vistas of service are 
open to youth. The great need of the present is for vigorous ser- 
and able leadership and for this the world looks to its young 
lanhood. There arc problems — financial, sottial, economic, poli- 
tical and religious — which arc more difficult of solution and more 
vital trlan ' any with which society has heretofore been confronted- 
' For the solution of these, and for the effecting of thorough recon- 
struction, humanity looks to the youth of to-day. ,. 

The war which has so recently terminated was the direct result 
of the violation of fundamental principles of equity and righteous 
ness. In other words it was a war which had for its purpose the 
. ^vindication of right principles. As the direct outcome of this great 



, struggle men arc. realizing to-day to a greater extent than 
cvyr ;t>eforc that, no matter what may be the apparent prosperity 
^ of a-nation or world, its state is exceedingly precarious unless it i^ 
founded upon substantial underlying principles. It is this realiza- 
-tton which is evidencing itself in the more insistent demand fer 
"ten of principle to fill the public offices and guide thé destinies 
E ;the state. 

The great need therefore of the day is .admittedly not merely 
that of young men in the full vigor of their youth but for. a young 
manhood, possessing ideals and permeated with just and righteous 
principles. In order therefore to meet the pressing needs of an age 
t: which is still in .its infancy it is essential that men be trained and 
fully equipped for the. work ahead. The universities must play a 
jreat part fh the training and mobilization of this force of young 
V'Jtfanhood. Not only in the development of the intellect but in the 
- imparting of those principles which arc so essential, the educational 
.Jnstitutions have a great duty to perform. Heretofore there has 
J>eej\ a tendency to regard education simply as the acquisition of 
Academic learning. The education which the world most requires 
that which is inseparably associated with everyday problems and 
•/hich will fit practical men for the task of solving them. -

The Des Moines Conference 

Some mention has already been made in these columns of the 
; ypes Moines Conference which is to be held during the first few 
days of the new year. It is doubtless pretty generally understood, 
^as a result of this' publicity, that the above mentioned gathering is 
to be of an international nature, and that it represents an attempt 
to effect a dissemination of those principles which arc so essential 
. as à foundation upon which to build for the future. 

The Dos Moines Conference is the eighth quadrennial confer- 
ence of the Student Volunteer Movement. Its purpose is to bring 
Représentatives from all the universities of Canada -'and the United 
] States together with a view broadening' their outlook and in order 
that they may derive the benefit and inspiration which will result 
ijrom an interchange of ideas and a familiarity with genrcal condi- 
tions. The ultimate aim is of course the interesting and enthusing 
of such minority as may find it possible to attend- the conference 
in order that they may form a nucleus in each university, college 
or community which will exercise an uplifting influence upon the 
general life of the locality which they respectively represent. 

The other universities of Canada arc- without exception, being 
represented at this great student gathering, and their rcpresenta- 
■on is in proportion to their size, numerically speaking. Figuring 
on this basis. McGill- in order to be properly represented, must send 
twenty delegates. In spite of the financial difficulties which such 
an undertaking presents on its face, the McGill Y.M.C.A. has re- 
vived to see the University adequately represented, and has deter- 
mined that the number to go from here will be twenty which will 
represent as far as possible each of the various faculties including 
the Theological Colleges and the Royal Victoria College. 

This is a project in which every McGill man should be inter- 
ested. It is absolutely undenominational in nature and involves 
the l>e>t interests of the University. We have elsewhere referred 
t>> the part which young manhood is called upon to play in this new 
ay of reconstruction and re-establishmcnt. The influence of such 
a fcutiiciiny as. the projected Dcs'Muiurs Conference should be not

THE CASE OF THE RETURNED 
STUDENT. 

Of all men who suffered financially 
from the war, .the returned stndemt suf- 
fered tho most, and «othlnç ha» been 
done tô relieve hie distress. He hjs 
boon grossly neglected by legislation. 
If he ware a former, he could receive 
abundant aid. If he" were n, business 
man or a laborer, he would have an op- 
portunity of (retting a position— or at 
least applying for it— at one of the 
numerous government employment 
burenux. Had he been under 18 at time 
of enlistment, he would be granted one 
year'a tuition and expenses. But ho 
was of legal age when he enlisted, and 
he Is mcrefly a student, that Is, ha Is 
only' a man who Is anxious lo improve 
hknself, and by bo doing to Improve the 
future of his country. In all prob- 
ability, by the time this goes to press, 
the Government will have glvoa tho 
final "no" to his requests. 

His demands have beon just. Hi 
asked to I» given recognition lu re-es- 
tablUhmont, the recognition which has 
been accorded to soldier-students ' by 
the Imperial Government. Hie, has bcon 
a double sacrifice. Like all others w.^o 
are not casualties, he eaorlficod his 
time spent in the army amd tho ma- 
terial benefits he would have acquired 
it he had not enlisted. Added to tills, 
ho snsriflced, unwMtingly !-j a great 
-number of oases/ his chances ot ovt-r 
completing the years of study nec<n- 
nary to qualify him for his chosen pro- 
fession. On his return ho finds thet 
his slender finances, eked out by the 
money ho can earn m vacation Mme, 
aro not sufficient to cope w'th tho 'in- 
crease 1n« prices, although they would 
have been sufficient if he had not en- 
listed. Furthermore, he finds that 
with .the years of his servion nubtraotdd 
from his Hfo, ho la too old to take a 
year or two off to reouperaco his slmt- 
tered finances. He asked by . cash 
grants or loans to be partially assisted 
1n «mlshing as -quickly tm possible his 

interrupted conn*: 

This would turn the -returned »t u . 
dent Into 'n national asset. Caned i 
needs many more farmers than she has, 
out she also needs professional men, 
teachers, physicians, scientists. She 
solid,..îiaid.tliirfking citizens i:\ 
alk of life, and If any one can 
qualify flor this, It is the returned soî- 
dler. The student aakod fir a chanco 
to qualify m the lime for which he la 
most fitted, and It to -in the interest of 
tho country to give him this chance. 

But the Powers that Be, have decided 
that his class should be left out of re- 
establlshmont legislation. ' One argu- 
ment is that It would bo "class legisla- 
tion" to include students among thosa 
who are given aid. notwithstanding the 
fact that the Impérial Government i:ai 
given students abundant asslatane. 
Another objection *s that "tho country 
cannot afford it," in spite of the fact 
that the student,' if allowed, fo quallf.-, 
would be an asset. to the country, and 
that, at the time of writing, the gov- 
ernment Is favorably considering tin 
purchase of a rallrond which may or 
may not be a good venture but which, 
at least, Involves the country in a sea 
of extra debt. 

However, there Is one consolation, 
arid that Is that the «oldler-çtiidèriVe 
army life has not bcon altogether a 
waste for him. Ho has emerged with 
a heightened senso of responsibility. 
This lias been demonstrated In a 
measure by the results of thoycxamlna- 
tions. On tho whole, he managed to 
compete fairly well with studprtU who 
were not faced -with the same difflcul 
tics of rc-odaptatlon to civilian pur 
suits. He .has done some hard-thlnklng 
and has learned the value of service. 
He has discovered that sacrifice Is rot 
without its personal reward and that 
there Is no greater pleasure than tho 
satisfaction of duty well performed. 

Service, "Increased production." call 
It what yon may. id the foundation 
upon which rests tho hope of fwtiirj 
-Canada. The returned student has hud 
opportunity to recognize Its value. If 
he rctalpa this ideal, he cannot helii 
but ipCay r great part In tho shaping of 
post-war Canada. Then his rovengb 
for thls neglect will be complete, form 
a country where service is the criterion 
upon which swings all «ucmss, .there Is 
no place for those who have other aims 
—there Is no room for Thoso wi-j 
Juggle with Words.

A thtvery and well -conceived project 
Is now. according to Uie "Times" Kdu- 
eaUonal Suppicmenti In process of for-, 
matlon. and will shortly h« a "fait axs- 
compll," namely. a League of Univ.cr- 
siUes. The basic idea is that there 
shall bo a general fédération of ttiu 
Institutes of Higher Lcorajng Uiroufirh- 
out the world, similar, at least in 
principle, to the Versailles "Leaglc o: 
ffaUoms." The suggestion hac been re- 
ceiver In Great Britain and elsewhere 
with almost unqualified approval. 

Such a niovement would afford lds.il 
opportunities for a "rapprochement" 
on matters of «énornl Interest to the 
scholastic world, which could not full 
to be beneficial, and the movement, 
moreover, Is a valuable one as showing 
a very saUsfactory tendency through- 
out tho world towards a more cosmo- 
politan spW-lt of co-operation and 
mutual improvement,; 

Tho movement, no doubt, jowes a cer- 
tain amount of Its impetus to the 
presence in England of such oduca- 
tlonal bodies as the Canadian KhnUl 
College, the New Zoaland; ISducaUonal 
Mission and similar American organ- 
izations, with the result tliafa spirit of 
camaradcrio has grown up, together 
with a realization of the community of 
scholastic Intereste all over the world. 
As the Cambridge Magaalno (which, 
incidentally, is suggested as the official 
organ ot thé proposed league) happily 
remarks, "Who wouM contend that 
such questions as those of Compulsory 
Greek, Women's Degrees, Rosearch De- 
grees and the ppcnlng'of the older "Uni- 
versities to the democracy can any 
longer be decided' without reference to 
the bravo young Colon is! graduates, 
who have fought side hy side with the 
English undergraduate of to-day on so 
many historic field*?" 

One of tho most interesting features 
of the proposed league will bo tho In- 
terchange of students and teachers bo. 
tweon members of tlîe league, an inter- 
change which has alrcady been at least 
partially Inaugurated by the Rhodes 
Scholarships in the ''Britten Empire. Ae 
yet, no definite plans have been made 
for the Inclusion of women in the 
movement, but it would bo. a .matte* 
for sincere regret if It was ultimately 
decided to prevent women from par- 
ticipation In the privileges of the 
league, particularly when It is remem- 
borcd the all-impojilant part which 
they played In the recent struggle for 
civilization, the successful outcomo M 
whloh has made th*j,.'and many otqcr 
seemingly Utopian schemes, possible.

The 
full nelson is taken by placing the 
arras under the opponents armpits and 
loeWngthe hands over the back ofhls 
neck, this hold is barred because it 
Is apt . to break the man's neck; the 
hanimerlock is taken when an oppon- 
ents arm Is bent over his back and 
forward over the shoulders, this hold 
Is barred because the victim has no 
comeback and his arm is apt to be 
broken; the toehold is also barred 
because when the ankle is bent beyond 
a certain point It is apt to he broken.

A Young Man's Day 

It is grneralh conceded that the prcseiri is a young man's age. 
The past five years have demonstrated, as iMothuig else would halve 
done, what a nation s young manhood means to it in time of 
national stress. The youth of the world haw convincingly shown 
of what they are capable when united for the accomplishment of a 
common, lofty purpose- With the dawn of the new age— one of 
peace and re-construction — greater and nobler vistas of service arc 
open to youth. The great need of the present is for vigorous ser- 
vice and able leadership and for this the world looks to its young 
manhood. There are problems — financial, sodial, economic, poli- 
tical and religious — which are more difficult of solution and more 
vital tHan any with which society has heretofore been confronted. 
' For the solution of these, and for the effecting of thorough recon- 
struction, humanity looks to the youth of to-day. 

The war which has so recently terminated was the direct result 
of the violation of fundamental principles of equity and righteous- 
ness. In other words it was a war which had for its purpose the 
vindication of right principles. As the direct outcome of this great 
"world, struggle men are, realizing to-day to a greater extent than 
erçr -f)cforc that, no matter what may be the apparent prosperity 
of a nation or world, its state is exceedingly precarious unless it i^ 
founded upon substantial underlying principles. It is this realiza- 
tion which is evidencing itself in the more insistent demand for 
en of principle to fill the public offices and guide the destinies 
of the state. 

The great need therefore of the day is admittedly not merely 
' that of young men in the full vigor of their youth but for a young 
manhood, possessing ideals and permeated with just and righteous 
principles. In order therefore to meet the pressing needs of an age 
which is still in .its infancy it is essential that men be trained and 
fully equipped for the work ahead. The universities must play a 
great part m the training and mobilization of this force of young 
'■'manhood. Not only in the development of the intellect but in the 
imparting of those principles which arc so essential, the educational 
..institutions have a great duty to perform. Heretofore there has 
been a tendency to regard education simply as the acquisition of 
•academic learning. The education which the world most requires 
that which is inseparably associated with everyday problems and 
jvhich will fit practical men for the task of solving them. ■ 
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The Des Moines Conference 

Some mention has already been made in these columns of the 
Des Moines Conference which is to be held during the first few 
;<Iays of the new year. It is doubtless pretty generally understood, 
as a result of this' publicity, that the above mentioned gathering is 
to be of an international nature, and that it represents an attempt

as a foundation upon which to build for the future. 

The Des .Moines Conference is the eighth quadrennial confer- 
»-v|Ulc>r'of the Student Volunteer Movement. Its purpose is to bring 
'representatives from all the universities of Canada /and the United 
States together with a view broadening their outlook and in order 
that they may derive the benefit and inspiration which will result 
irom an interchange of ideas and a familiarity with genrcal condi

THE CASE OF THE RETURNED 
STUDENT. 

Of all mr-n who suffered financially 
from the war, the returned s luttait suf- 
fered the jnoot, and nothing has been 
r 

done to relieve .his distress. Ho lus 
been grossly neglected by legislation. 
If he wore n farmer, ho could receive 
abundant aid. If he were fi business 
man or a laborer, he would have an op- 
portunity of {retting n position — or nt 
least npplylng for it — at one of the 
numerous government employment 
bureaux. Had he been under 18 at time 
of emllstmcnt, he would be granted one 
y«ir'» tuition and expense. Hut ho 
was of legal age when he enlisted, and 
he Is merrily a ntudent, ttint Is, he M 
only a man who Is anxtoui lo rnipiove 
himself, and by M doing to Improve the 
future of his country. In all prob- 
ability, by the time this goes to press, 
the Government will hav.- given the 
final "no" lo his requests, 

His demands have been Just. IT; 
naked to he given recognition lu rc-es- 
tabllshmont, the recognition which has 
been accorded to soldrcr-s.f.idegtts by 
the Imperial Government. His, has bvon 
a. doubla sacrifice. T.Ike all others w.VJ 
arc not casualties, ho eacrificed his 
time spent in the army amd the ma- 
terial iienefits he would hav.? acquired 
If lie had not enlisted. Added to this, 
ho snsrificed, unwittingly '.3 n great 
number of rases, his chance* of cv<-r 
completing the years of study newt- 
Mtry to qualify htm for his chosen pro- 
fession. On hl« return ho finds thet 
his slender finances, eked out by t.ho 
money ho can ea,rn In vacation time, 
aro not sufficient ta cope Wth tho 'in- 
crease in- prices, although they would 
have been sufficient If he had not en- 
listed. Furthermore, ho finds that 
with the years of his se.rvlco subtr-aotckJ 
from his life, ho Is too old to take a 
year or ttvo off to rocupenuo his shat- 
tered finances. He asked by. cash 
grants or loans to be partlatly assisted 
In «mlshtng as -quickly as possible his 
Interrupted oolirstT 

This would turn the roturned bHi- 
dent Into a national asset. Canadi 
needs many more farmers than she has, 
«ut she also needs professional men, 
teachers, physicians, scientilsts. She 
■needs solid, hard-thlnWng citizens l:i 
every walk of life, and if any one can 
qualify for this. It is the returned «oi. 
The student asked iir a chanco 
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dler. 



to qualify hi the lino for which ho is 
most fitted, and it b rn the interest of 
tho country to give him this chance. 

But the Powers that Be, have decided 
that his class should be left out of re 
establishment legislation. One argj 
ment Is that it would bo "class leglsla 
lion" to include students among thos* 
Who are given aid, .notwithstanding the 
fact that the Imperloh Government i:aa 
given students abundajvt assistance. 
Another objection *s that "the country 
cannot afford It," In spite of the fact 
that the student. If aWowcd <o qualif. , 
woukl be an n-sset to 'the country, and 
that, at the time of writing, the gov. 
ernment is favorably oonnlt'eiing tho 
purchase of a railroad which may cr 
may not Ik- a good venture but which 
nt least. Involves the country 1n a sea 
of extra debt. 

However, there Is one consolation, 
and that is that the soldfer-'studen'.'s 
army life has not been altogether a 
waste for him. He has emerged with 
a heightened sense of responsibility. 
This has been demonstrated In a 
measure by the résulta of the examina- 
tions. On tho whole, he managed to 
compete fairly well with students who 
were not faced with the same difficul- 
ties of re-adaptation to civilian pur- 
suits. He has done some hard-thinking 
and .has learned the value of service. 
He has discovered that sacrifice is rot 
without Its personal reward and that 
there is no greater pleasure thon t'ic 
satisfaction cf duty well performed. 

Service, "Increased production." call 
It what you may. is the foundatlui 
upon which jests the hop« of futu.-j 
Canada. The returned stmlnnt has hud 
opportunity to recognize Ms value. If 
he reUilpa this ideal, he cannot he);i 
but Tfiay a great part In tho shaping of 
po.»t-war Canada. Then his revenge

A trmeiy and well -conceived project 
ts now. according to tho "Tlmee" Kdu- 
eational Supplement^ in procia? of for- 
mation, and will shortly h« n, "fait ac- 
compli." namely a League of Univer- 
sities. The basic Idea Is that there 
shall be a general federation of tha 
Institutes of Higher Learning through- 
out the world, similar, at least in 
principle, to the Versailles "tragic o.' 
Nations." The suggestion hir been re- 
ceiver in Great Britain and elsewhere 
with almoMt unqualified approval. 

Such a movement would afford ktsal 
opportunities for a "rnaiprochemcn'." 
on matters of general intoiest to the 
scholastic world, which could not fall 
to be beneficial, and the movement, 
moreover, is a vajuaj>lc one as showing 
a very satisfactory tendency through- 
out tho world towards n more cosmo- 
politan spkrit of co-operation and 
mutual Improvement. 

Tho movement, no doubt, jowes a cer- 
tain amount of its impetus to the 
presence in England of such educa- 
tional bodies as the Canadian KhnUI 
College, the New Zealand Bducatlonnl 
Mission and similar American organ- 
ization*, with the result that a spirit of 
camaraderie has grown tip, together 
with a realization of the community of 
scholastic interests all over Ww world. 
As the Cambridge Magajilno (which, 
Incidentally, is suggested as the official 
organ of the proposed league) happily 
remarks, "Who would contend that 
such questions as those of Compulsory 
Greek, Women's Degrees, Rosearch De - 
grees and the opening of the older Uni- 
versities to tho democracy can any 
longer be decided without reference to 
Um bravo young ColontaJl graduates, 
who have fought side by side with tho 
English undergraduate of to-day on so 
many historic fields?" 

One of the most Interesting features 
of the proposed league will bo tho In- 
terchange of students and tcacners be- 
tweon members of tho league, an inter- 
change whloh has already been ait least 
partially Inaugurated hy tho Rhodes 
Scholarships In the British Empire. As 
yet, no definite plans have been made 
for tho Inclusion of women in the 
movement, but 4t wouûd bn a matter 
for sincere regret jf it was ultimately 
decided to prevent women from par- 
ticipation in the privileges of the 
league, particularly when it is remem- 
bered tho all-important part which 
they played In tho recent stiugglo for 
civilization, the successful outcome of 
whloh has made this, and many other 
seemingly Utopian ec^cmea, possible.

Dr. Nicholson Gives Final Statement— Record Enrolment 
—Detailed Statement Of Registration Of All Students 
Including Those At Macdonald. 



Klnsl rpglniraiion figures arc now 
to hand and "Old MeGIII" shows tho 
largest enrolment of students since 
ilia founding of the University. This 
year's grand total aggregates 2G52.

The rundamnrtal principle underlying 
Astrology Is chat oil pnrtn of the uni- 
verse are rehvtcd to each other, that 
there Is a correspondence l«!tweon tho 
motions of the planets and life on 
earth. In other words, man's own life 
Is all part of a grea-t plan. The Uni- 
verse is a Kosmos and not a Chaos, and 
by studying the meaning of tho «Igns of 
the Zodiac man may strive to answer 
the oternul How, Whence Whither? 

The term, "Signs of tho Zodiac," 'a 
applied to two different things which 
must Ixt carefully distinguished. As- 
trologers at the present day mean by it 
tho earth's orbit round the sun, or, 
from a different point of view, the ap- 
parent path of the sun and planats In 
the heavens. The point at which tne 
sun is at the vernal equinox of tho 
Northern Hemisphere (21-22 March) is 
the starting point of the circlo which Is 
divided into twelve portions of thirty 
degrees each. These are tho twelvo 
signs, named in succession, Aries, 
Taunts, Gemini, Cancer, ]>oo, VJrgo, 
.Libra, Scorpio, Sagittarius, Capri- 
cornus, Aquarius, Pisces. 

The term was originally applied to 
•the twelve constellations of the same 
name which arc near the plane of tlio 
earth's orbit, the two zodiacs coin- 
cided about 54UA.D., but owing to tho 
precession of the euulnoxcs they no 
longer do so. The 19th degree of Aries 
of the astrological zodiac now colncidcu 
approximately with Aries O of the con- 
stellations, and it is this variation 
which marks tho great changes in his- 
tory and the rise and fall of nations. A 
comploto cycle takes place In about 
25.SOO years. This Is firuicn degrees 
precession in about 1,059 years, which 
forms a minor astrological cycle. 

The. Itvfmcnco of each sign of the 
Zodiac is brought into piny by one of 
the planets called Its Iluler. Apart 
from tho earth and uateroids, our Solar 
System includes the sun und moon and 
seven plonats. Astronomers nrc at 
present busy trying to locate tho posi- 
tion of others. From nn astrological 
point of view, 'there are probably five 
more, thus giving a planat to rule each 
sign. 

The sun entered Scorpio, the eighth 
sign, last Friday, and people born a: 
sunrise during tho ensuing month will 
have Scorpio characteristics strongly 
marked. The Scorpio type are deter- 
mined ajKl aggressive, very confldont 
that their own opinion ie the correct 
one, and consequently very slow to 
adopt new Ideas.
